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New Head of School Weighs Challenges

In his new job as head of school at Tabor 
Academy, Anthony “Tony” Jaccaci is cognizant of 
diversity at the school by the sea. 

“T define diversity [as] ethnic, racial, but also 
socio-economic as well. There’s no doubt that we are an 
institution that is blessed with wonderful resources, and 
it’s very expensive to attend Tabor. But we have a very 
strong and robust financial aid program so that we can 
support kids from all different backgrounds,” he said, 
noting that the Marion-based prep school has close to 
200 day students among its approximate 530 enrollment. 
“(Day students] come from the Tri-Town region, they 
come from all over southeast Massachusetts.” 

Unlike in the movies where children are 
sent away to boarding schools as punishment or for 
convenience, Jaccaci stresses that Tabor Academy is 
based more on the British boarding school model, calling 
it “whole-child education: the mind, the body, and the 
character.” 

Once religiously affiliated, Tabor is presently non- 
denominational and considers all student activities as 
education. Jaccaci uses the acronym “VUCA” to describe 
the variable, uncertain, changing, and ambiguous world 
that awaits today’s students. 

“That’s the only thing we know about the future, 
[that] it’s going to be all of those challenging things,” he 
said. “That means they will have to develop a flexible 
mind, they have to be able to have a cultural competency 
where they can communicate well with people from very 
different backgrounds, they have to have the resilience 
and grit to get through difficult times, they have to 
understand the changing world and the implications 
of things such as artificial intelligence and changing 
environment around them, and really to enter into 
relationship with people from other countries, too.” 

The advent of social media can improve learning,

but Jaccaci said 
education also 
means teaching 
kids how to put 
their technology 
down and pick 
their heads up. 
Incidentally, 
Jaccaci’s leap into 
Marion Harbor 
is viewable on 
Instagram. “I was 
told, “To become 
a Seawolf, that’s 
what you have to do,” he said. 

While part of his own education this year 
will admittedly include looking people in the eyes 
and greeting them, one thing Jaccaci considers very 
important is “having civil discourse about really difficult 
discussions. 

“We have a lot of issues going on in America. 
For example, across the country and here at Tabor, we’re 
thinking about things like diversity, equity, and inclusion. 
But what’s happening, I fear, is people, if they disagree 
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with you, they’d rather just shut you out or so-called 
‘cancel’ you, as opposed to [doing] the difficult work to 
find common ground,” he said. 

Other than a long-ago visit as coach of the St. 
George’s School varsity girls soccer team, Jaccaci had 
never spent time in Marion before accepting the Tabor job. 

“I saw the beauty of the campus, but I also met 
the community, the coach, the parents, the players of 
Tabor, and really felt that this is a special place,” said 
Jaccaci, who officially took office on July 1. 

His interviews for the Tabor job were conducted 
by teleconference from Ohio, where Jaccaci served for six 
years as head of school at Cincinnati Country Day School, 
a coed day school with 820 students and 120 faculty. 

“In that process, I came to understand the 
importance of the Tabor and the Tri-Town community 
relationship,” he said. “I knew that the school is over 145 
years [old], that it shifted parts — originally it was a little 
farther away from the harbor and then in 1916 came closer 
— but part of that was understanding that the relationship 
between the town and the school is going to be a very 
important part of my responsibility.” 

The Town of Marion also realizes that, as Select 
Board member John Waterman and Town Administrator 
Jay McGrail made sure to meet with Jaccaci ahead of his 
first day on the job. 

The sometimes-contentious vetting of the new 
Campus Center by Marion’s Planning Board and the 
future of the Percy Browne House are matters Jaccaci 
will sink his teeth into as he settles in, but the town’s and 
Tabor’s mutual interest in improving their partnership 
apparently factored in Jaccaci’s selection. 

Jaccaci, 52, takes over the role from Julie Salit, 
who had acted as interim head of school in the wake of 
John Quirk’s departure in January 2020. 

Jaccaci began his career 20 years ago in 
Middletown, Rhode Island, just outside Newport where 
he and his wife, Lucia [Murphy], former captain of the 
Brown University women’s ice hockey team, spent 13 
years. He taught Chinese language, ran the school’s global 
program, and coached baseball, ice hockey, lacrosse, 
soccer, and track; she taught history and coached girls ice

Macallister Wins Special Election 
Town of Mattapoisett

“T ran because people told me they needed me 
in there doing what I do,” stated Tyler Macallister on the 
eve of the special election to fill the unexpired term on the 
Mattapoisett Select Board created by the passing of John 
DeCosta. 

On Tuesday night, Macallister secured his return 
to the conference room table, winning 471 votes to Ken 
Wilbur’s 224. Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger said that 
approximately 12.3-percent of the town’s 5,512 registered 
voters came out for this mid-summer election. 

And timing of the election made campaigning 
difficult for Macallister, who owns a charter fishing 
business. He said family and friends called and sent texts 
to voters reminding them to get out and vote on July 27. 
“It’s really tough to run a campaign in June and July, my 
busiest season, but I had people around me helping,” he 
said. 

Two of Macallister’s strongest supporters were 
his wife, Cynthia, and campaign treasurer Abigale Field. 
Macallister was not able to attend the reading of the 
election results due to fishing commitments, but his wife 
stated after learning her husband had won, “We thank 
the town of Mattapoisett [and] the people who gave us 
support. Tyler is looking forward to serving the town in 
this capacity.” 

The Wanderer was able to reach Macallister as he 
returned home from a day at sea. He said of the win, “I’m 
relieved and happy. ... [Wednesday] morning, I’ll reach 
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out to Mike Lorenco (town administrator) and find out 
what the hot button items are now.” But Macallister is 
confident it will not take him long to come up to speed. 
“Thank you, Mattapoisett. I appreciate the opportunity 
to serve and the encouragement I’ve received. I like 
Mattapoisett, that’s why I want to serve.” 

During his campaigning in June, Macallister 
spoke of the work he had done during his first eight years 
on the Select Board. During those years, the town built up 
stabilization funds, paid down debt, and secured the town 
with a triple-A bond rating, he said. “We are doing well in 
spite of COVID-19 because we planned for things like this 
with stability funds,” he said in June. “We came through 
because of a lot of hard work on the part of various 
boards and committees. I can continue those efforts to 
keep our funds strong.” 

He vacated his selectman’s seat to apply for the 
town administrator opening that was filled by the hire of 
Mike Lorenco, then lost a close race to DeCosta when he 
tried to get back onto the Select Board. 

Macallister, 53, currently serves on the town’s 
Finance Committee. He had also held a five-year seat on 
the Conservation Commission and the Plymouth County 
Advisory Board. He spoke in June of the need to study the 
future of such buildings as Town Hall, the possibility of 
school consolidation, the needs of the aging population, 
and upcoming contract negotiations. 

Holding an MBA from UMass and a bachelor’s 
degree from UMass Dartmouth in Marine Biology, 
Macallister works as a consultant to the renewable energy 
industry in addition to his charter fishing business. 
Originally from Cape Cod, Macallister and his family 
have lived in Mattapoisett for 20 years.

2021 Keel Award Recipients

The Wanderer created the Keel Award in 1994 and 
ever since has recognized a dedicated person in each of 
the three Tri-Towns whose actions exemplify the spirit 
of community and volunteerism. Like the keel of the 
ship that keeps the vessel from sinking, the recipients of 
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the price of a gallon of gasoline? As entrepreneurs and 
business owners, educators, first responders, healthcare 
workers, and public safety officials march on, the 2021 
Keel Awards recognize special contributors to our local 
society. 

We are proud to present to you the 2021 Wanderer 
Keel Award winners: Alan Harris (Marion), Mike Hickey 
(Mattapoisett), and Laurell J. Farinon (Rochester). 

Understanding Laurell Pa 
Farinon’s impact on the Town of 
Rochester would take almost as 
many years of research as the 27 
she served, but a clear indicator 
of her importance as the town’s 
first conservation agent and 
environmental planner is that the 
occasion of her resignation resulted 
in a detailed analysis of her job, the 
extra things she did, and how the 
town can realistically define her 
title and divvy up her duties going 
forward. 

In other words, it will never be the same without 





her. 

“In Rochester, we’ve been lucky enough to 
have an agent who prioritizes what she does. She’s 
an extremely nice person, highly, highly ethical,” said 
Rochester Land Trust Treasurer Russ Keeler. “She works 
well with people in all walks of life, very fair.... I’ve seen 
her deal with very difficult people in a very productive 
Way.” 

For 15 years, Keeler has worked alongside 
Farinon mainly on land conservation projects. “In that 
15 years, she was always bend-over-backwards to do 
whatever she could to help,” said Keeler, who was RLT 
president for five years, vice president for three, and 
treasurer the last seven. 

Noting that Farinon helped get the Rochester 
Land Trust started several years before he would join, 
Keeler said Farinon was “always enthusiastic, always 
helpful, and always made time for us.... She’s one of the 
rare people who makes time and gives you her best.” 
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Whether it was assisting in the arduous 
application process for grant funding, conducting site 
visits for wetlands delineation purposes, or researching 
topics that will affect the fate of substantial projects, 
Farinon consistently went the extra mile to put Rochester 
in the best possible position to succeed. 

“The more things get developed, the more 
valuable each piece gets. What's left is a lot of land that’s 
challenging from a wetlands’ standpoint,” said Farinon. 
“I’m lucky to have worked with a town that takes that 
seriously.” 

Rochester Selectman Woody Hartley worked 
with Farinon as an elected official but also as a citizen in 
the building of his cranberry bogs. Hartley said Farinon 
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was known to always be ultimately prepared at Town 
Meeting. 

“T’m not a big fan of giving people awards just 
for showing up and doing their jobs, but in this case she 
did much more than her job. In this case, she goes above 
and beyond in many ways,” said Hartley. “All the town 
boards trust Laurell as being a person of reason, and 
all the town boards trust Laurell as being a person of 
thoughtfulness.” 

Originally from Somerville, Farinon attended 
college in North Adams (now Massachusetts College of 
Liberal Arts) and wound up in the region because her 
husband worked in textiles. Rochester, she said, was 
attractive because of its commitment to the environment. 

“I chose to be with the town for that reason,” 
she said, referencing the “very committed Conservation 
Commission” along with the Board of Selectmen, town 
administration, and co-workers in each department. “It’s 
a great, great group that’s dedicated to public service. 
I’ve worked in other communities and I can tell you that 
Rochester employees see themselves as public servants.” 

Farinon’s transition into a nursing career is 
something she has thought about for a little while now, 
but she reckons every day with the sadness she feels 
leaving her Rochester family behind. “It’s been a struggle 
just because of how much I've enjoyed it,” she said. 

She will engage in an intense, seven-month LPN 
program that could take her in many directions. 

Mattapoisett Fire Chief 
Andrew Murray says Mike 
Hickey’s involvement has been 
crucial in the role of Fire Station 
Committee chairman. Clearly visible 
from Route 6 east of North Street, 
the new facility has taken shape and 
is nearing completion. 

“It’s been a long time 
coming,” said Hickey. “There was 
an attempt to do this about 12 years 
ago; it came very close but didn’t 
make it. [The matter] sat dormant, 
but the need just continued to grow and grow.” 
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“Mike’s knowledge and expertise in this field has 
been invaluable to the project,” said Murray, who noted 
that the effort toward a new fire station predated his 13 
years as chief by 17 years. 

A retired engineer and former call firefighter 
for a decade that spanned from the 1970s into the ‘80s, 
Hickey said, “It gets in your blood.” So, when he learned 
three years ago that funds were being sought to establish 
preliminary planning for a new fire station, he offered his 
experience. 

Hickey was “just trying to give back to the 
community,” according to Murray. “We were fortunate 
to be able to take advantage of that. He’s gone above 
and beyond in every aspect of his role as the building 
committee chairman. He worked on this project every 
single day.” 

Having been raised in Mattapoisett and returning 
to the town after college, Hickey’s volunteerism extends 
back to involvement on building committees and 
additions to existing school buildings. 

In summarizing the 2017 planning for the new 
fire station and its 2018 approval at Town Meeting, 
Mattapoisett residents Ann and Bob Marklin wrote to The 
Wanderer about Hickey’s leadership. 

“Mike heard the call for volunteers and 
stepped up. It was then that Mike’s former experience 
as a Mattapoisett firefighter and his 50-plus years 
as an engineer made him a perfect fit for the many

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responsibilities he has, including becoming the chairman 
of the committee,” the Marklins wrote in an email. 

“Since then he has worked countless hours on 
the new station, educating all of us how important a 
new station was, hosting meetings, and passing out 
information on the dire conditions the current fireman 
must endure without a proper firehouse. He hosted small 
citizen, town organizations informational sessions, and 
was the spokesman for the project at town meetings.” 

“Up to today, Mike has spent countless hours 
of his time devoted to bringing this major project from 
concept to completion for the benefit and enhancement of 
safety for present and future Mattapoisett residents,” said 
Alan Apperson. 

“The Fire Department and the town are extremely 
grateful for everything he has done,” said Murray. “It’s 
been an honor to be associated with Mike, and I look 
forward even after this to continuing with my friendship 
with him. I couldn’t be happier that he was selected for 
the Keel Award.” 

From the 2018 Town Meeting vote approving the 
project to the ballot override that reinforced the town’s 
support, Hickey has continued on to this day meeting 
with the Fire Station Building Committee. “It’s been 
a labor of love; it’s been a lot of work,” he said. “I’ve 
enjoyed it, seeing it come to fruition.” 

Hickey noted that the new facility will provide 
public meeting space that the current town hall does not 
have. 

Recently retired from his 
membership on Marion’s Open 
Space Acquisition Commission, 
Alan Harris is the president / 
director of the Sippican Lands Trust 
where he continues to help Marion 
conserve its land and create walking 
paths for public access. 

“Alan’s been an amazing, 
ereat board member. He’s a great 
team player and great at soliciting ideas from other 
board members to advance the mission of the Sippican 
Lands Trust. He’s always thinking strategically, but also 
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thoughtfully about that. And he’s always bringing energy 
and joy to it, too,” said Jim Bride, executive director of the 
Sippican Lands Trust. 

Harris has served on the SLT’s board of 
directors for over 20 years, including the last three as 
president/ director. “He’s given his heart and soul to the 
Sippican Lands Trust. Every day he’s doing something 
for our organization, truly personifying the spirit of 
volunteerism,” said Bride, telling of Harris’ creative 
additions to nature hikes, such as an expert to talk about 
using found mushrooms to cook healthy meals and the 
shark fin signs he and his family crafted and posted 
around town to promote a July 20 event. 

“It’s been great fun; you get to know people in 
town,” said Harris when informed of the Keel Award. 
“It’s great working with all the folks who have come 
through there. It really has.” 

A devoted husband, dad, science teacher at 
Middleborough High School, and former assistant 
scoutmaster of Troop 32 Boys Scouts, Harris’ volunteerism 
even takes on informal shapes; helping others, including 
animals, have a better world to live in is his lifestyle. 

“He deserves this award for his selflessness. He 
is an inspiration to me and everyone who volunteers. 
Being around Alan makes me want to be a better person; 
my son is better for being around him in Troop 32 and in 
other adventures he has gotten to experience with Alan,” 
said Kristen Saint Don-Campbell, a former member of the 
Marion Conservation Commission and Planning Board 
who chairs the town’s Cultural Council, sits on its Master 
Plan Committee and Sippican School Council, is a Scouts 
leader, and volunteers for Marion’s upcoming Town Party. 

Harris’ knowledge in the preservation of wildlife 
habitats has been especially helpful in land acquisitions 
and conservation restrictions. 

“Alan was always good to give a naturalist’s view 
when we’re looking up properties. He was always looking 
up the wildlife habitat and he’s a lot of fun to work with,” 
said MOSAC Chair John Rockwell, who has served on the 
commission since 2004 and has served on several boards 
in town. 

For over a decade, Harris and his family have 
been involved in the Buzzards Bay Coalition swim and 
collecting donations. He has been known to hold a raffle 
for donors and make the winner a pie. 

After serving two terms on MOSAC, Harris 
is confident the commission has landed an excellent 
replacement in Debbie Ewing. “She’s going to be 
great,” he said, alluding to her extensive work with the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition and the New England Coastal 
Wildlife Alliance (NECWA), an all-volunteer, non-profit 
organization that works with turtle habitats in the 
southeastern region of the state. 

Harris may have gotten out of the way to garner 
MOSAC new blood, but he shows no signs of slowing 
down in the volunteerism that typifies his identity around 
town. 
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“T cannot think of a more calming, level-headed, 
fair, trustworthy, or phenomenal individual to receive 
this award,” said Saint Don-Campbell. “I feel if you ask 
anyone who has had the pleasure of meeting Alan, they 
would say the same.”

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when Maxwell King, author, journalist, editor, and 
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presentation on the life of his friend and colleague, Mister 
Fred Rogers. 
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find him relevant,” King 
began. The publication of 
Fred Rogers’ biography 

took King years to write, he 
confessed. Yet it is Rogers’ 
continued relevance that 
comes as no surprise to those 
who knew him well. King 
posed a question to those in 
attendance: “Why is he so 
current?” King would answer 
that question in many ways 
throughout his talk. 

King said that Rogers’ 
work as a producer, director, 
and performer of children’s television programming 
and his interactions with everyone he came in contact 
with were deeply entwined. King said that, number 
one, Rogers believed that television programming could 
provide quality educational opportunities and, number 
two, Rogers “was an exemplar of human values.” 

Born into a very affluent, old money Pittsburgh 
family, the young Rogers was an only child until his sister 
was adopted into his family many years later. His mother, 
ever fearful that her beloved child would be stricken 
by an illness, cloistered him in their lavishly appointed 
home. He suffered from asthma made worse by the 
foul industrial air coming from coal burning factories 
throughout the Pittsburgh area. 

Rogers would spend weeks at a time basically 
alone in his room. One can easily conclude that being left 
to his imagination for entertainment didn’t weaken his 
character or intellect but instead it became stronger and 
provided contemplative fertile ground. 

Albeit much loved by both his parents, it was 
Rogers’ mother who played the larger role in shaping 
the man he would become. Through education and the 
cultivation of his artistic talents, his mother supplied the 
needed tools and opportunities. 

They attended plays, concerts, presentations 
of all sorts. Rogers learned how to play the piano and 
compose musical scores. He was educated in the classics 
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and thoroughly addicted to learning. King said Rogers 
was “a lifelong student.” He was first in his high school 


graduating class and then headed off to Rollins College Robbins Oil Burner Service 

where he saw a television for the first time in 1949. What . p ie : 

Rogers saw “horrified him,” King said. Heating And Air Conditioning

Rogers went home on break from college and told 
his parents he wanted to leave school and pursue a career 
in television. His parents, while clearly shocked by this 
announcement, supported and trusted their beloved only 
son. His father, who had connections with people at NBC, 
got Rogers an internship. “NBC had high aspirations 24 Hour Emergency Service 
for the educational potential of television, its potential 
to improve culture and society,” King said. Rogers 
found himself in the middle of an emerging industry — 
television. 
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teaching. What Rogers knew intuitively, he would come to 
understand empirically: A child’s key learning years are 0 
to 5. This was new thinking, exciting thinking, and Rogers 
found himself in the middle of it all, King explained. 

King further explained that during this time, a 
span stretching from the 1930s through 1950s, leaders 
in a wide variety of disciplines were all coming up with 
breakthrough concepts on best practices for educating 
children. Those heavy hitters including McFarland were 
pediatrician Dr. Berry Brazelton, psychologist Erik Erikson, 
and, of course, Dr. Benjamin Spock. 

“New thinking began to evolve. Old Victorian 
notions of children being seen but not heard were blown 
up,” King stated. Rogers was in the right place and the 
right space in time. Rogers was one of the leaders in what 
is commonly included in modern educational models 
known as “social, emotional” development. 

Beyond Rogers’ brilliance in bringing to the masses 
anew type of children’s programming that not only 
educated them but gave them liberty to “feel” and express 
emotions, Rogers the man held a deep Christian belief 
system that guided him throughout his public and private 
life. 

Rogers was a devout Presbyterian whose deep 
convictions also propelled him to study ancient religions 
and modern concepts. He plumbed the depths of his 
own beliefs to better understand other points of view 
on God and the universe. “He took Christian values so 
much further, studied other cultures, religions throughout 
time, finding the same core values, respect, responsibility, 
compassion, fairness, and, above all else, kindness,” King 
shared. 

Those values are evident in the Mister Rogers’ 
Neighborhood children’s series, which ran on public 
television from 1968 through 1976 and picked up again 
from 1979 to 2001. Rogers understood that children didn’t 
want or need flashing highspeed high jinks but rather 
gentle, thoughtful, and thought-provoking themes. 

Rogers demonstrated through song, through 
puppetry, and through careful messaging that it was 
alright to be scared, to talk about difficult feelings, and 
express oneself. Rogers told children that it’s alright 
to be different, look different, sound different, and act 
differently. Rogers told the children they were valued, 
reminding them over three decades, “I like you just the 
way you are.” And he truly honestly did.

If he swam, it would have been by 
accident after being tipped out of his father’s boat. He 
never said. When asked if he could swim, he’d respond, 
“Of course.” But that was never demonstrated. End of 
conversation. 

We, my parents’ children, were never taken to the 
beach to play or learn how to swim. We were, however, 
given ample time to learn on our own or take the 
swimming lessons offered at our local beach. I took full 
advantage of the swimming lessons. I was determined to 
learn how. 


Similar my other athletic attempts like running The SOUTHCOAST 
or cycling, I was merely adequate. I learned how to swim 
JAZZ ORCHESTRA 


well enough not to drown. If I got tired trying to master 
a breaststroke, I’d stretch out on my back and float. From : 
is back! 
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this position I could observe the summer sky. Being able 
to float also provides a bit of safety; by learning how to 
float, I surmised, I’d never drown. 

Today I am a champion bobber. I can bob around 
in the water for a long time, but I can’t perform any 
regulation stroking of any kind. Correction: I can do the 
doggie paddle and frog crawl. These limitations do not 
hinder my love of being in the saltwater. 

You might wonder how I passed the swimming 
tests to advance from one class to the next. In my youth, 
my body was far more responsive to commands. Today, 
well, I can still float if need be. 

I don’t have a swimming partner or pal to 
accompany me on my high tide glides at town beach. 
But, frankly, being solo gives me the space to just let my 
thoughts ebb and flow. I can resolve old conflicts, dream 
up a recipe, or unpack my thoughts for a story. 

As I enter the water, my spirit is lifted, and the 
weight of living becomes a flight high above Earth’s 
eravitational pull. Antigravity is blessed relief. 

Frog crawling my way to deeper waters, voices 
on the beach become a low murmur, almost chant-like, 
occasionally augmented by children’s playful squealing as 
if a finger cymbal has been struck. 

I think about the people on the beach and I send 
them a mental postcard that reads, “Having a great time. 
So glad you are here to enjoy it with me.” 

Looking out toward the horizon, the view of 
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boats tethered to their moorings is a real life watercolor. 
All the blended tones of ivory, cream, blue, black, brown, 
and green play against one another for my personal 
enjoyment. I never tire of the singular theme; for each 
time, each moment, it changes just enough to be new 
again, thanks to sunlight playing off the water. Wasn’t it 
Monet who painted the same scene repeatedly in different 
lighting? These are my harborside masterpieces. 

From my watery perch, I can return to those 
days when I was learning to swim. The complete sense 
of accomplishment is felt again. I can still paddle myself 
back to reality, but I don’t rush. This water therapy allows 
me to be master of myself in my totality — body and soul — 
if only for a while. 

My thoughts achieve antigravity status while 
I’m in the water. I’m at peace. Dangling in the water, one 
with the universe, I invite my parents to return from their 
resting places to join me for a brief dip in “what could 
have been,” but without the regret. No regrets now, not 
here, just acceptance. 


Flooding, Storms Most Threatening to Coast

Elise Leduc presented an update roughly two- 
thirds of the way through the process of developing 
Marion’s Hazard Mitigation Plan. Her July 27 overview, 
on behalf of the Woods Hole Group, also prompted the 
attendance of Leduc’s colleague Melissa Jaffy, Marion 
Town Planner Gil Hilario, and elected officials including 
Norm Hills of the Select and Planning Boards and Eileen 
Marum of the Planning Board and Energy Management 
Committee. 

The two-fold purpose of the plan is to help 
Marion prevent loss of life and property damage, and 
also save the town money in the long term through the 
protection against the effects of natural hazards. 

Grant funding is already involved in making 
the plan itself possible via state (MEMA) and federal 
(FEMA) emergency management agencies. Three ways 
Marion can access funding for projects addressing these 
natural threats include Building Resilient Infrastructure 
and Communities (BRIC) grants, the Flood Mitigation 
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hazards, then add locally relevant potential hazards. In Chardonnay 
Marion’s case, that includes the addition of a potential 
dam and culvert failure. The report recognizes 14 hazards $ 1 0 99 


and details areas of town that are considered more 
vulnerable to each of them. Leduc said that the FEMA 
flood map is the go-to source and, having been updated 260 Marion Road (Right over the Marion Line) Wareham 
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“latest and greatest” information. 

Sea-level rise has been discussed before and 
will remain a hot topic, as any expensive upgrades to 
infrastructural facilities will be designed to address long- 
term changes in climate conditions. 

Displays included the Mass Coast Flood Risk 
model as presented by the Woods Hole Group with 
projections to 2030 and 2050, the latter display showing 
how the east side of Marion could become isolated as an 
island, impacting emergency response. 

Coastal erosion, traditionally more prevalent in 
southern portions of town, has lately trended up in the 
east side of town. 

Even through Hurricane Carol (1954) and 
Hurricane Bob (1991) tracked in a north/ northeasterly 
direction off to the west of Marion, both storms flooded 
areas of Marion, including Front Street. 

The Vulnerability Assessment looked at the 
flooding vulnerability of critical facilities and town- 
wide parcels, along with a qualitative evaluation of 
vulnerability of critical facilities to additional hazards. 
Even though wells belonging to Marion are located in 
Rochester, and though Old Rochester Regional High 
School/Junior High is located over the town line inside 
Mattapoisett, these two groups were included in the 
flooding assessment. 

Approximately 25-percent of Marion’s 3,475 
parcels are in the FEMA flood zone; the property values 
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totaling $825,646,714. The total structural value in the 
flood zone is $270,341,100. 

When the meeting was opened to public 
comment, resident Lance Scott asked about the possibility 
of grant funding for the removal of invasive species 
(phragmites) in Aucoot Cove on the basis of hazard 
mitigation. Leduc advised that Scott and his neighbors act 
as an association rather than an individual homeowner. 
“It’s always an expensive project, but you’re much, much 
more effective together,” she said. 

Dot Brown, a member of Marion’s Board of 
Health who happened to be Scott’s neighbor, said the 
only way to get at grant funding to elevate houses is if the 
town has one of those plans and can access federal and 
state money. Scituate residents, she said, received funding 
mainly because of actual flooding. 

“The goal, having the plan in and of itself is a 
useful exercise, but it allows the town to remain eligible 
for this funding. If you don’t have it, it’s hard to create a 
resilient town,” said Leduc. 

Converse Road resident Barry Gaffey asked about 
evacuation plans for coastal residents in a catastrophic 
scenario. Hills said that Sippican School is the town’s 
designated sheltering place and has generators. If 
necessary, ORR would also function in that capacity, 
and then there is a place in Plymouth. “There is a plan 
that exists,” said Hills, confirming that wiring has been 
modified to three phase at Sippican. “Not the whole 
school, but the area we need.” 

Hilario said that the prescribed evacuation 
route is conducted by Chief of Police Richard Nighelli 
and Town Administrator Jay McGrail, who disseminate 
emergency information from Plymouth County via email 
blasts and reverse 911 calls. 

Tuesday’s presentation included public survey 
results, in which residents’ concerns were brought to light 
on a measurable scale. “I was really excited to see the 
level of participation in Marion,” said Leduc, noting 187 
responses to the survey that was active for two weeks in 
May via website and Facebook. 

Part of the 2017 Marion Master Plan’s Coastal 
Resiliency goals, the Hazard Mitigation Plan makes 
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Marion eligible for grant funding and non-emergency 
disaster assistance programs. Such funding could 
potentially assist in the support of anew Creek Road 
pumping station designed at an elevation that meant to 
address 50-year projections of sea-level rise. 

Leduc said a draft report will come out in 
September, and a meeting will be an occasion to present 
the complete plan that incorporates the survey feedback 
with a focus on mitigation plans. 

Woods Hole Group plans to submit its plan 
to MEMA and FEMA so those agencies can respond 
by the end of the 2021 calendar year, then Marion can 
presumably apply for BRIC grant funding in 2022.

from beach areas) along the ridge of a barrier beach. 

King said that, while the association did in fact 
have a cleaning permit into perpetuity, it did not have a 
permit to dredge, to use rubber-tired equipment on the 
beach, or to place spoils in a dumping fashion anywhere 
in the jurisdictional area. 

King said the 2011 permit ordered the association 
to notify the office whenever permitted activities were 
scheduled to take place. The commission received no such 
notice in this case, but King had subsequent conversation 
with association members and found them apologetic and 
“ready to do the right things.” 

It was also noted that the permanent placement 
of a DEP marker had not been installed as required by 
the 2011 permit. King ordered that an Enforcement Order 
be sent to the association, which would include language 
ordering them to leave the spoils in place for now but not 
to add any further materials. 

The Brandt Beach Association was also found in 
violation to wetlands regulations when it was reported to 
the Conservation Office that “truckloads of sand” were 
dumped on their private beach, King said. He said the 
Conservation Office had received many calls and emails 
alerting the commission of the activity. 

The association’s beach nourishment activities 
were never permitted, King said, and he requested that an 
Enforcement Order be issued requesting the association to 
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come before the commission to explain its actions and file 
appropriate paperwork. 

Continued to an unspecified date was a Notice 
of Intent filed by Alexander Bauer, 7 Nashawena Road, 
for the reconstruction of an existing dwelling; an NOI 
filed Randall Lane Solar, LLC, 29 Randall Lane, for 
the construction of a solar array; and a Certificate of 
Compliance requested by The Preserve at Bay Club for 
lots 122 and 123 on Split Rock Lane. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett

Solar Developer Will Spare Stone Wall 
Rochester Planning Board

Things continue to progress for the two large- 
scale solar energy installations slated for Rochester on 
Cushman Road and Snipatuit Road, and the Rochester 
Planning Board on July 27 began with an update on the 
ongoing negotiations between abutters and the solar 
developer’s engineering representative, Eric Las of Beals 
& Thomas, Inc., who spoke that night on behalf of both 
solar project applications. 

Since June, Las has been negotiating with abutters 
to the Cushman Road project who are particularly 
concerned about an access road that would traverse 
their properties via an easement and potentially cause a 
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detrimental impact on a nearby stone wall. For Las, the 
project is on the “home stretch” of the permitting process 
with his submission of a construction narrative that 
Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson requested and 
an update on changes proposed for the access road. 

According to Las, changes to the alignment of 
the access road relative to the stone wall and a shift away 
from a patch of trees containing parts of the stone wall 
should rectify abutters’ concerns for the wall.

ZBA Considers New Use for Center Property 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester center property of 0 New Bedford 
Road was back on the radar of Rochester on July 22 
for the Special Permit application before the Rochester 
Zoning Board of Appeals filed by two potential new 
property owners looking to use the 10.19-acre wooded 
lot for a private workshop and garage to restore and keep 
collectible and antique motor vehicles. 

Under the Limited Commercial District Zoning 
Bylaw, however, such use isn’t immediately allowed. And 
although this request so far has garnered less resistance 
from abutters and townspeople than the failed 2016 
proposal to install a large-scale solar farm smack dab in 
the middle of the historic center, there were still a few 
concerns and questions about the size of the proposed 
building and its impact on neighbors. 

Mark and Ashley Briggs, residents of Marion, 
have a purchase and sale agreement to buy the primarily 
wooded lot nestled inside the Residential / Agricultural 
Zone as a spot to build a hobby-style collectible car 
restoration, detailing and storage facility. The vision is 
to have a place for Mr. Briggs to work on his passion, 
restoring antique vehicles, with the benefits of a climate- 
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controlled space large enough to store the vehicles, restore 
them, carve out a woodworking carpentry shop, and have 
a bathroom and kitchenette close by. He does plan on 


occasionally selling a car or two that he restores at the site, 


but not enough to require a car dealership license from 
the town (more than two car sales per year). Speaking on 
the Briggs’ behalf was Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering. 

“Mark restores cars and other motor vehicles ... 
in some way, shape and form,” explained Madden. The 
applicants are looking to erect a 100-by-20-foot building 
while maintaining generous setbacks that exceed the 
stringent zoning requirements, minimize disturbances to 
existing vegetation and trees, and keep adequate buffers 
so that abutting residences won’t be disturbed by their 
presence. 

Straightaway, Madden addressed Mr. Briggs’s 
intent to likely sell about two of his restored cars a year 
but without planning to use the location as a “sales 
facility” of sorts. 

“We wouldn’t want the ZBA to believe that this is 
going to be abused ... or [used as] a place where cars are 
going to be sold on a regular and consistent basis,” said 


Madden. “That is absolutely not what is intended here.” 
He said sales would be by online appointment only and 
with no need for a formal parking lot. All that is required 
is an access driveway off New Bedford Road that also 
provides access around the building to accommodate fire 
apparatuses and a circular flow of traffic. 
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Madden emphasized that, after ZBA approval, 
the project will undergo a Site Plan Review with the 
Planning Board when all the details would be finalized 
and conditioned. 

Overall, the property would undergo 
development in 30 percent of the property, said Madden, 
to “really [maintain] some of the rural character of 
the town.” Madden also does not expect to need 
Conservation Commission approval. The project will, 
though, require Natural Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program permission and, possibly, Historic District 
Commission review. 

“To summarize, we think that the use is pretty 
innocuous, the building is well sited [and] we’ve kept 
it away from the abutting properties to the maximum 
degree possible, we’ve preserved as much natural buffers 
as we can ... and we’ve minimized the views from public 
ways.... We think this is an appropriate use for ... this 
zoning district,” concluded Madden, especially given 
that “much more intense” uses are allowed in the Limited 
Commercial District than the one Mark and Ashley Briggs 
propose. 

ZBA Chairman David Arancio asked about 
outdoor lighting, an exterior elevation plan, and why the 
building has to be so large in scale. Madden said he did 
not have all the information Arancio was looking for, and 
the Briggses, away on vacation that night, could appear at 
the next meeting to answer any questions about building 
size. 

The hearing was continued until August 12. 

The next meeting of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
will be held on Thursday, August 12, at 7:00 pm in-person 
at the Rochester Town Hall and via Zoom. 


Town Planner Moving onto New Job 
Marion Energy Management Committee

It was with mixed emotions that Marion Town 

Planner Gil Hilario told the Energy Management 
Committee that he will soon be leaving for the same 
position in North Attleboro where he grew up. Hilario’s 
last day working for Marion will be Monday, August 9. 
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said Hilario, his comments closing out Monday night’s 
July 26 public meeting of the EMC. He referenced many 
projects, including the beginning of electric town vehicles 
and charging stations. “We’ve done every little thing. This 
community has really charged ahead.” 

EMC member Eileen Marum told Hilario that he 
has done a tremendous job and “really grown into the 
position,” leading Marion in its successful and ongoing 
pursuit of grant funds that she said have made a “huge 
impact.... More than you realize.” 

EMC Chair Christian Ingerslev agreed, saying 
that Hilario has been “invaluable to this committee and 
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does an excellent job.” 

Hilario thanked the members for their words. 

On the prior bookend, the EMC slightly 
reorganized, but not quite to the degree Ingerslev had 
hoped after admittedly being thrust into the position of 
chair, a role he will continue to fill. 

After soliciting nominations, Ingerslev was 
unanimously voted to continue as chair. 

Alanna Nelson will serve as vice-chair, and 
Tom Friedman, who was not in attendance, was voted 
to become clerk effective with the EMC’s next meeting. 
Nelson made the nomination “because he’s a very 
thorough person.” Marum acted as clerk for the final 
time in Monday’s meeting, and member Bill Saltonstall 
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publicly thanked her for fulfilling that duty. 

The larger question for the EMC going forward is 
the committee’s evolving function, emerging identity, and 
potential name change. Having notified the Select Board 
of this interest, the committee recently received a response 
from Select Board member Norm Hills looking to identify 
a title and an accompanying mission statement. 

EMC members batted around several variations, 
ultimately steering away on the word “sustainability” on 
the advice of alternate member Jennifer Francis, who also 
believes that the word “green” has become politicized 
and may not be the right choice for a title that needs to 
identify the committee’s purpose. 

“Green Communities has been one of the core 
missions, but I fear it doesn’t say everything,” added 
Nelson. 

The title the members settled on to pitch to 
the Select Board is the “Energy and Climate Resilience 
Committee.” 

Francis recommended a brief mission statement 
to avoid stepping over the purviews of other town boards, 
commissions, and committees and at the same time avoid 
becoming entangled by any particular words or phrases. 

Marion, which has been leasing four 2018 
Mitsubishi Outlander compact sports-utility vehicles, 
needs to decide whether to lease new vehicles or buy out 
the ones currently being leased. The approximate buyout 
price for each is estimated to be $18,000. If the town took

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that approach, the SUVs would be kept five years, then 
the town would lease or purchase newer vehicles. 

Marum suggested checking in with the Finance 
Committee before making any recommendation. 

Hilario reported that the employees in the 
Building Department, Council on Aging, Department 
of Public Works, and Recreation Department all like the 
model. He said that Finance Director Judy Mooney could 
work on a proposal to bring to the Finance Committee. 

Nelson said that the town is down to $5,000 in 
available money for this purpose, and Hilario said that a 
$7,500 grant is not enough to pay for replacements. 

Francis is working on developing a tree 
preservation bylaw, having studied and modified 
Concord’s. She has worked with Norm Hills and Margie 
Baldwin and will next bring it to Town Administrator Jay 
McGrail. The bylaw change could be co-sponsored by the 
EMC and the Parks Committee. 

“In a nutshell,” said Francis, “the idea is to not tell 
property owners what they can and cannot do but give 
them options with the goal of becoming a net-zero tree 
town.” She called it the best hope of sequestering carbon. 

The bylaw would apply only to living trees 6 or 
more inches in diameter, the stipulation of removal being 
to either replace on one’s own property or on an adjacent 
property with a new tree of at least 2 inches in diameter or 
pay into a fund to manage trees in other parts of town. 

EMC members asked questions of application to 
solar projects, to trees threatening houses, and unhealthy 
trees, among other things. 

Part of Francis’ proposal includes a tree 
preservation mitigation plan that would necessitate the 
hiring of an arborist to determine the condition of the 
tree in question. A tree threatening to fall onto a house 
could theoretically fall under an exclusion clause and 
could come under the purview of town Tree Warden Lee 
Gunschel. 

Saltonstall referenced a situation his son Will was 
facing with tall evergreen trees on Point Road and, being 
worried about the house, cut them down. “We’ve done 
that, too, but I don’t think it’s a big ask (to follow the 
proposed bylaw),” said Francis, who said she took down

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a dozen white pines after the Nor’easter storms. She 
suggested citizens can plant trees somewhere else on their 
property or pay a fee into the Tree and Parks Committee 
fund. 

Francis said the goal is “not to be punitive or 
negative or controlling but to encourage ... to make people 
to think harder when trees get cut down when they build 
anything.” 

The next meeting of the Marion EMC was not 
scheduled at adjournment, but Ingerslev confirmed that 
the committee will meet via Zoom through the end of 
2021 while still trying to get onto the schedule at the 
Music Hall for in-person meetings in 2022. 


‘Wonky’ Lot Granted Garage Variance 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals Chair Cynthia 
Callow met a milestone on June 22 in presiding over her 
first public hearing for a variance that was ultimately 
granted by the ZBA. 

Alan Minard and Nan Johnson applied for a 
variance seeking relief from the side setback requirements 
under Marion Zoning bylaws in their proposed addition 
of a garage at their house at 123 Allen’s Point Road. 
Because of the odd shape of their lot, Minard and Johnson 
have had difficulty locating a 22 or 24-foot garage. Either 
size would violate the setback requirements. 

“For many years we have been trying to build 
a garage,” said Minard in presenting their case. Citing 
the leaching field and setbacks that, he said, “really limit 
where a garage can be built,” Minard said he has thought 
that he would need to build the garage in the 3.1 acres 
of open space across the street. “Basically, all that land is 
wetland or flood zone.... I don’t think it’s responsible in 
this day and age to build anything in a flood area.” 

Theoretically, Minard and Johnson could build 
the garage closer to the main house by destroying the 
old horse stables that exist. Menard would dearly love to 
preserve those stables that he said are 100 years old. 

Calling the lot “wonky,” Callow acknowledged 
the applicants’ hardship.

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While his abutter, Rid Bullerjahn, 111 Allen’s 
Point Road, would support the project, including if it 
required the transfer of some property to help Minard and 
Johnson achieve compliance, Minard said such a project 
needing demolition would cost approximately $10,000. 

“T don’t think that particular expense does 
anything for the town or the neighborhood, so I would 
like to avoid that expense if we can,” said Minard. “I don’t 
think there’s any public impact here.” 

Requested for comment by the ZBA, the Planning 
Board deferred to the ZBA, and the Conservation 
Commission considers the matter non-jurisdictional. 

After ZBA member Will Tifft posed the question 
as to the potential of changing use in the future, Marion 
Building Commissioner Scott Shippey advised the 
board that the members can only vote on what is in 
front of them in the case and, as a hypothetical example, 
noted that should Minard and Johnson seek to build an 
apartment atop the garage, they would need to apply for 
a special permit. 

ZBA members Margie Baldwin and Ed Hoffer 
supported the project. 

The ZBA, with alternate member Tucker Burr in 
attendance, had five voting members present. Needing 
a supermajority of four out of five votes to approve the 
granting of the requested variance, a unanimous vote 
granted the variance. 

Callow commended the applicants on a well- 
founded and presented petition. 

Because a public hearing originally advertised for 
an in-person ZBA meeting on Thursday, August 12, at 7:00 
pm will now be held via Zoom, that public hearing will be 
readvertised. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals will be on August 12 at 6:30 pm.

The school owes its existence to Elizabeth Taber, who 
purchased the rock-strewn land from Capt. Henry M. 
Allen in 1871. Tabor Academy opened on Sept. 13, 1877 
with 21 students. 

The restoration of the Town House exterior 
was recently completed with funds from the Sippican 
Historical Society and many generous donors. The elegant 
front entryway is now open and features photographs of 
the building’s interior from the SHS archives, as well as 
a recovered stone plaque which graced the original town 


hall.

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Fear and Loathing in Aspen. Starring Jay Bulger and 
Cheryl Hines.

They keep dredging up Hunter S. Thompson’s 
bones, even as the passage of time pegs him as a 
cautionary tale, an Icarus who flew too close to his own 
inner sun. This time his skeleton is being made to speak 
for a good cause, I guess — the importance of voting. Fear 
and Loathing in Aspen is a largely fictionalized and aimless 
account of Thompson’s run for sheriff of Pitkin County, 
Colorado, in 1970. The story has been told before, in 
Thompson's own “The Battle of Aspen” — his first Rolling 
Stone piece — and in last year’s documentary Freak Power: 
The Ballot or the Bomb. This microbudget docudrama can’t 
afford the star power or psychedelic imagery of previous 
HST cinema (Where the Buffalo Roam, Fear and Loathing in 
Las Vegas, The Rum Diary), though it does one thing right; 
its mildly fuzzy-grainy look makes Aspen out as a homey 
idyll worth fighting for. (It was shot in Silverton, about 
four hours south of Aspen.) 

Primarily a writer / director, the lead actor Jay 
Bulger bravely steps into Thompson’s Converse shoes, 
competing not only with those who went before (Depp, 
Murray) but with copious recordings of HST himself. 
Bulger does look the part, and he sets his body or jaw at 
querulous angles while his voice dips into Thompson’s 
gruff, rounded tones. It’s just that he isn’t tasked to move 
much beyond impersonation, and whatever Thompson 
feels about his quixotic run at the system — fear, loathing, 
hope, anything — remains a blank to us. His supporters 
seem to care more about whether he wins or loses than he 
does, and that puts a real damper on how much we care, 
especially if we remember the actual outcome. If there’s a 
larger story here, writer/director Bobby Kennedy III (yes, 
RFK’s grandson) doesn’t locate it. 

The film is edited at a clip (it’s only an hour and 
twenty minutes plus end credits) but never really comes 
to rest. Too much of the narrative flips by as montage 
— Thompson gladhanding potential voters, the powers 
that be trying to squelch him — and only briefly settles 
down to spend time with Thompson or his family or his 
campaign manager (Amaryllis Fox, who is Kennedy’s 
wife). So the film leaves the impression that the events, 
which blur past, were more significant than the people

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involved. Thompson is always spouting rural, isolationist 
rhetoric (being able to drop a dookie in his own back 
yard seems important to him), but we don’t get a sense 
of what the place means to him. At some points he seems 
to be running just to spite the clownish cops. (Are there 
only two? What, if anything, do the other cops make of 
Thompson?) There doesn’t seem to be much at stake. A 
certain lack of focus is probably baked into any Hunter 
Thompson story, but in that case we need more than a 
tepidly reanimated Raoul Duke to hold our attention. 
Fear and Loathing in Aspen isn’t terrible — in 
some ways it’s preferable to the SNL-level tomfoolery 
of Where the Buffalo Roam insofar as it tries to ground 
itself in some semblance of the real world — but it’s 
tough to recommend when Thompson’s own account is 
right there (it’s in his essential collection The Great Shark 
Hunt). As of now, the definitive aesthetic action painting 
of Thompson’s chaotic realm will likely remain Terry 
Gilliam’s Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas, which at least 
offered a surplus of bad trips (not all narcotic) for Gilliam 
to illustrate. This film doesn’t add to the HST tapestry of 
representation; Bulger tries, but lacks the inner wildness 
that Depp and Murray had. (Those two also had the 
advantage of hanging out with the real deal, something 
sadly denied future interpreters of Gonzo since 2005.) 
The final shots leave us with an image of 
Thompson outdoors grinning manically up at the clean 
sky, the savage beast restored to nature and soothed. This 
beast, this giant, is too untamed and pure for politics or 
society. Rejected by a majority of his fellow townspeople, 
he retreats into solitude, and from there the prolonged 
slide into solipsism and self-parody. The family of man is 
decadent and depraved, Thompson seemed to conclude, 
and he withdrew in disgust (which, as Richard Linklater 
told us, is not the same as apathy). Meanwhile, as the 
movie tells it, the corrupt sheriff stays in power and 
things, presumably, do not improve. There’s something 
sour and sad behind those last shots. The movie carries 
the inadvertent toxic message that voting doesn’t change 
anything, running for office doesn’t change anything, so 
you might as well get blitzed and shoot at things on your 
back acre for all the good anything’s going to do. Well, 
thanks.

As one reads through the Church family tree, 
there are enough stories to fill several articles, but my 
focus here will be on those who followed their ancestor 
Benjamin as soldiers.

As part of Admiral 
Farragut’s Union fleet, he was present at the capture of 
the Rebel Ram Tennessee in Mobile Bay on August 5, 1864. 
Church was one of the first Union sailors to jump onto 
the Tennessee and was able to secure the ship’s pennant 
as a trophy, which has been in the family’s possession for 
many years. 

Another eighth generation Church, George Earl, 
born in 1835, fought Indians in South America as part of 
a commission of military and topographical engineers 
examining the southwestern frontier of Chile.
